What do you think of a con- 
cern in Western Canada that 
produces nine hundred million 
dollars worth of products a year 
and sells them at the buyers’ 
own figures? Some business, 
eh? Yet that is just what the 
farmers are doing. They do not 
even contral the price of eggs. 
They take their cattle and their 
hogs to market and selis them 
for what the packer has the 
mind to pay. The same with 
the grain. But he buys back 
the products at a price set by | 
packer and miller. Buy why 
should such conditions exist ?! 

We are not going to blame! 
the government. Say, what a 
dull old world this would be if 
we didn’t have a government | 
upon which to unload our grief, 
Nor will we blame the capitalist. | 
And we are not going to symp- 
athize with the poor farmer 
cither—sympathy tends to fos-| 
ter inactivity. 

The farmers by united action | 
could take charge of their own | 
Wheat market and dismantle 
the iiillionaire factories, viz: | 
the grain exchanges. For the| 
life of us we cannot see what 
service these numberless com- 
peting brokers can be to the 
country. They produce nothing 
and the entire business could be | 
handled by one quarter the per- 
sonell by central organization 
under the direct control of the 
farmers themselves. Perhaps | 
if such conditions existed the! 
farmers would not have to bor- | 
row back the profits the brokers 
and financiers accumulate each 
year. There is no class of people 
that could finance themselves 
as well as the farmers if they 
were to unite and pool their 
interests. 

We are inclined to place the 
blame for our present state of 
affairs on a faulty system of 


education. Our children are 
“grounded” in rudiments and 
“stranded” in practics. Our 


educational departments are in 
the hands of men who have 
made school and college work 
a life business. Quite right. 
But why not call in a “war 
council” of advisers from men 
who are experienced in com- 
merce, trades ard professions? | 
We have colleges that teach 
the fundamentals of agriculture 
but nothing to teach him the} 
politics of marketing. We have | 
no public schools that teach the | 
principles of salesmenship. 
Farmers now have an oppor- | 
tunity in their mitts. They | 
must unite. They must cut the | 
grouch and pay full attention | 
to their own interests.
